Professor 
Roy Calne’s surgical unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cam- 
bridge (in collaboration with Dr 
Roger Williams’ liver unit at 
King’s College Hospital, Lon- 
don), has carried out 108 liver 
transplants since 1968. Thirteen 
of their last 2Z patients giver 
new livers are dıve, giving 
a one-year survival rate of more 
than 50 cent.

Liver transplantation in man 
began 18 years ago, after 
extensive research on animals.
